Indianapolis, Feb. 20.—Fire which 
broke out shortly before 10 o'clock 
last night in the wholesale millinery 
establishm ent of Fahnley & McCrea 
gained such headway and spread so 
rapidly that, when two hours later 
the flames were under control, the en­ 
tire south half of the square bounded 
by Louisiana and Georgia, Meridian 
and McCrea streets, was a mass of 
broken, twisted ruins at a loss approx­ 
imating $1,200,000. 
Falling walls, explosions and the 
cracking of plate glass added to the 
spectacular effect of the scene. Show­ 
ers of sparks, clouds of smoke, and 
even blazing planks, were whirled up 
into the air by the force of the heat 
and wind, the fiery deluge descending 
upon adjoining buildings and time and 
again threatening the Union Station 
with destruction. 
Neighboring build­ 
ings required constant attention to 
prevent a further spread of the flames. 
Following 
the 
first, 
second 
and 
third alarms, which came within a 
short interval, and to which all but 
three of the fire companies responded, 
the firemen worked for an hour with­ 
out making any noticeable impression 
upon- the flames. 
The Fahnley & McCrea establish­ 
ment was the first to go, and before 
11 o'clock ihe T-shaped structure oc­ 
cupied by them had been completely 
gutted.

victims early In the progress of the 
fire, and soon after the Fahnley &

but the bare walls 
Many of the guests in the hotels 
had retired when the alarm of fire 
was sounded, and in several instances, 
not waiting to fully dress, they hur­ 
ried to safety by means of the fire 
escapes.

To the Ed itor of the Republican : 
I read with mn ch in terest your a r­ 
ticle of a few d ays ago in which yon ad ­ 
v ocated a public library for on r city. 
It is certain ly high time that this 
matter were agitated an d giv en the 
proper con sid eration . 
Nothin g reflect« 
so mn ch the status of a commun ity as 
its ed ucation al (or lack of ed ucation al) 
facilities. 
Build in gs an d in stitution s are the 
expression s of our sev eral in terests. 
On r mercen ary or busin ess in terests 
fin d s expression in factories, stores, 
etc. ; our religious in terest, in our 
churches; an d 
our 
ed ucation al 
or 
cultural 
in terest 
in 
parks, school 
build in gs an d libraries. 
A glan ce at 
our city will show which of these in ­ 
terests pred omin ates. 
On r churches 
are perhaps abov e the av erage: our 
“ power house,’’ takin g in accoun t the 
subscription s 
an d large efforts pot 
forth to secure the same, is ev id en ce 
of a v ery large mercen ary spirit. 
In 
fact, it is whispered ev en outsid e our 
city's limits that it is this spirit that 
d omin ates ail our public works an d 
en terprises. 
It is at least true that 
the cultural in terest has little to show : 
for city parks are altogether wan tin g, 
on r school build in gs are in ad equate 
an d we hav e n o library at all. 
This 
d oes n ot mean that these thin gs are 
n ot wan ted , bat rather that those in 
an t hority—those 
whose 
support 
is 
n ecessary to make thin gs go, are more 
con cern ed about wealth than culture, 
are more in terested in self than the 
good of others. 
The same efforts that were* put forth 
in securin g the “ power house” would 
get us a good library, an d a on e cen t 
lev y would easily keep it goin g. 
This 
would be n o big burd en on an yon e 
an d who can estimate the good that 
would surely result to our city. 
It was well to spen d mon ey an d la­ 
bor for a “ power house,” foot it is 
more than equally importan t that we 
spen d mon ey aud labor in the in terest 
of ed ucation . 
I v en ture to say half the mon ey that 
in spen t an n ually in our city in n eed ­ 
less social fun ction s would , also, giv e 
as a good library. 
Would it n ot be a 
sen sible thin g to cut out half of these 
fun ction s for'on e^year an d ‘appropriate 
the'mon ey thus sav ed for the estab 
Ushmen tlof a iibrarv ? Mav the good

New York , Feb. 20.—Police reserves 
were called out Iasi night to disperse 
a crowd 
« aid 
to be sympathizers 
with the Russian revolutionary party. 
Eight men were arrested, all giving 
foreign 
names, 
and 
charged 
with 
parading without a permit, collecting 
a crowd and Holding an unlawful meet­ 
ing. 
The trouble started when two police­ 
men came upon a crowd cheering and 
applauding a speech made by one of 
their number. 
The policemen were 
unsuccessful in dispersing the people, 
and called for the reserves. 
It wat 
satd that a red Hag was being waven. 
and later a sergeant of police who 
assisted in the raid made this state 
ment. that on one of the men arrested 
was '‘inflammatory and revolutionary 
literature.” 
This man s name was given as Al­ 
bert Argentier, and the police found 
on him a subscript.on list for the Rus­ 
sian 
revolutionaries, 
said 
to have 
been issued by the pro-revolutionary 
committee for Russia. 
All the men 
arrested said they were tailors, and 
protested against being tak en into cus 
tody. 
Argentier demanded to k now if this 
city was to be lik ^ Moscow' and hon­ 
est work ingmen denied the right to 
meet and denounce tyrants. 
“You can meet, all right.” said the 
sergeant in charge at Madison street, 
but not in the street wrhere the meet­ 
ings might turn into a riot and a lot 
of people get brok en heads. 
Obey 
the law and we will not molest you 
meetings.”
